I am not now, nor ever have been, a Contester. I don't 
see myself becoming a Contester either, if one defines 

the term to include round-the-clock operations, intra- 
venous fluids and diapers, and frequent relays of cold, 
one-hand meals. Not my thing, at all. BUT

Christmas is approaching, winter is settling in for a 
long stay, and a few of my favourite contests are on the 
horizon. We’ll see what can be done with what I have 
now, and maybe Santa will send me a roof-climbing elf 
to empty the coal from my stocking. I’ll see my fellow 
Club members at our Christmas Dinner in a couple of 
weeks’ time and spend lots of quiet, restful retired time 
with my family over the holidays. Peace on Earth, 
goodwill towards all.
